DISCUSSED SITUATION. 


Hawaiian Treaty In the Serial* and Civil 


Service In the Hou^e. 


Washington, Jan. 10.—Senator Davis 


"has given notice that he will move an 
executive sessioi for the consideration 
of the Hawaiian treaty each day until 
it shall be finally disposed of. The pre- 
vailing opinion is that the debate will 
not be prolonged on the treaty, but 
theories as to the lenRth of time vary all 
•the way trom a week to a month. The 
opponents assert that they have no dis- 
position to prolong the discussion owing 
to their confidence In their ability to de- 
feat the treaty. They claim 35 votes In 
opposition, and state that among these 
there will be more than one Republican. 
Senator Moirill adheres to his original 
'determination, to oppose the ratification 
resolution, and he is preparing a speech 
on that side of the question. The name 
Vif Senator Money on the Democratic 
side is added to the list of supporters of 
the treaty, making live Democrats who 
•will certainly favor annexation. Sena- 
tor J'.utler (Pop.), whose position has 
not heretofore been generally known, 
announced himself as opposc4 to ratifi- 
cation 
It may be accepted as true that 


if the opponents of annexation become 
thoroughly convinced that they can se- 
cure the ckne-third vote necessary to ac- 
tompllsh that end, they will allow the 
\ ote to < "me without delay, reserving- 
dilatory tactics to which they may be 
disposed to resort for use in connection 
with th" consideration, of the" joint reso- 
lution for annexation which would fol- 
low the defeat of the treaty. Their reso- 
Uition would require only a majority vote, 
and it is conceded on all hands that the 
annexatlomsts have the necessary ma- 
jority. 


Tuesday the vote will be taken In the 


•house on a motion to strike out the ap- 
propriation for the maintenance of the 
civil service commission. The moUon Is 
foredoomed to defeat, so that the po- 
litical contributions to the literature of 
this vexed question will eventuate in 
nothing. 
The debate, however, has 


served to deflne the position of the mem- 
bers. Comparatively few^of tbe enemies 
of the system are willing to go to the 
length of voting for the repeal of the 
law. It Is claimed that a preliminary 
canvass of the Republicans' of the house 
has developed over 100 who are willing to 
vote for a modification, of the law. If 
with these could be combined tlie Demo- 
cratic opponents of the law, many of 
whom are against the entire law and de- 
sire to see it wiped off the statute books, 
they would probably command a major- 
ity, but quite a number of Democrats 
who»e hostility to the law is outspoken 
say they will not vote for modifications 
of the law « hlch will simply result in the 
removal of Democrats from office and the 
substitution of Republicans. They pre- 
ifer, if it ia not to be repealed, trj see the 
law stand as it is. The entire Pcpuhstlc 
strength will oppose every motion to re- 


or modify.
